Double Taxation 


A suggestion has been made that parking fees be 


charged at Pomp’s Pond. 


Immediate opposition was expressed — and we agree 
that it makes common sense — to the effect that this is 
double taxation. All of the town’s taxpayers pay for the 
recreation area, including the parking. Why should some 


have to pay twice? 


The only way this could be accomplished, in our 
opinion, is to deduct the amount collected via parking 
fees from the annual appropriation. But we suspect this 
isn’t exactly the aim of those proposing the charges. 
Rather, it seems that this may be a round-about way to 


get more money for the area. 


Basically, if the Pomp’s Pond center is to be tax- 
supported, then all taxpayers should have equal rights to 
its facilities. They should not have to pay to get their 


cars into the parking lot. 


Inspections Are Needed 
The Selectmen’s decision to order complete inspections 
of buildings in the Post Office ave. area is timely and 


wise. 


All structures in the town, which may be suspect be- 
cause of age and appearance, should be examined with 
great thoroughness. And their owners should be required 
to make the buildings conform to town requirements. 

The Post Office ave. section is the most obvious — 
thus it gets the first inspections. 

But we assume that this overdue action will apply, with 
exactly the same amount of determination, to all buildings 
in and out of the business area, if they are in bad condi- 


tion. 


One way to enhance the appearance of the town is to 


require rigid conformance with local codes — if this is 


done, buildings probably would not begin to look so old 


and decrepit as some in the center of town. 
We hope that the Selectmen’s orders are carried out with 


vigor by all concerned individuals and departments.

And although the amendments have not all been spelled 
out, it is our understanding that they exempt many persons

We have, on several occasions, asked for changes in 
the existing law, because the statute tends to hurt small 
towns like Andover. But we can’t understand making broad 


exemptions, 


which might have the effect of allowing 


obvious conflicts by some individuals, but not by others. 
The Legislature passed the law last year; demands for 
its thorough study were heard almost immediately after- 


wards. 


It seems to us that the amendments now being offered 
may be the result of hasty action — just as was passage 
of the original law. In this case, the second wrong can 
hardly be expected to make a right. 

It might be much wiser to change the effective date of 
the law — allowing 4 year for further study and refinement. 
Only after such thorough examination can we be at all 
sure that changes are not being made in such a way as to 
further obscure the already fuzzy law, and that the

A *'mid session’’ review of the 
Congressional workload shows that 
the 88th Congress has some mighty 
important business ahead of it. 

With a draft law extension, 
Citizenship for Winston Churchill 
and a supplementary farm appro- 
priation bill listed as passed by 
both the House and the Senate on 
the Congressional scorecard, Con- 
gressmen and Senators have re- 
turned from their home districts 
for the long half of the 88th Con- 
gress’ first session. 

The House, having passed a 
Defense Procurement Authoriza=- 
tion Bill, the Interior Department 
Appropriation and the Supple- 
mental Appropriation Bill, will 
be confronted with major legisla- 
tive proposals including foreign 
aid, a pay boost for the military; 
a proposal for an increase in the 
debt ceiling; new agricultural pro- 
grams for cotton, feed grain and 
dairy products; aid to higher edu- 
cation; equal pay for women; 
packaging and labeling regulations 
to protect the consumer; a mental 
health program; land conservation 
and air pollution research. 

Civil rights legislation, trans- 
portation policy changes, a pro- 
posal to establish an Urban Affairs 
Department and home rule for the 
District of Columbia also rank 
high on the Congressional agenda. 

Talk of a tax cut goes on, but it 
appears that Congress will not 
reach a decision on this matter 
until after Labor Day, Public hear- 
ings have been completed in the 
House Ways and Means Cominittee, 
The Committee is now working on 
a bill in executive session for pre- 
sentation to the House, 

On the Senate side, however, it 
appears that the Finance Com- 
mittee will probably not complete 
work on a bill before the Septem- 
ber holiday,

No Tax Freedom 
Until May 1 


The average U, S, taxpayer quit 
working full-time for the govern- 
ment April 22 - but not in Mas- 
sachusetts, 

In this state he must wait until 
May 1 for ‘*Tax Freedom Day,’’ 
the Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers Associations said. 

For the first four months of 1963, 
the average state resident has been 
laboring just to pay his local, state 
and federal taxes noted Frank J. 
Zeo executive director, in the 
current issue of ‘*TaxTalk’’. 

About 33 percent of the State 
taxpayer’s gross yearly income 
will be needed for taxes in 1963, 
The national figure is 30 percent, 
Putting it another way, the average 
American taxpayer works two 
hours and 26 minutes of each 
eight-hour working day, all year 
long just to support government,
